Questiontgand Answers 


Q: I had a severe heart attack 
last year and am unable to work. 
J never worked under Social Se¬ 
curity. I am 48 years of age. Can 
1 qualify for benefits now on my 
husband’s account, he died in 
June 1965? 

A: No, but current regulations 
provide benefits for disabled wid¬ 
ows when they reach age 50. You | 
should file for benefits a few 
months before you reach age 50. 

Q: I have been a widow since 
September 1958. We had no child¬ 
ren. I had a severe heart attack 
in 1967 and have been unable to 
work since then. Is there any be¬ 
nefits for me as a disabled wid¬ 
ow? 

A: No. Benefits for disabled 
widows are payable only if the 
widow became totally disabled 
within 7 years of her husband’s 
death, 

Q: My husband died in 1965. 
I have no children. I am 58 years 
of age. When can I qualify for 
benefits? 

A: You may "qualify for re¬ 
duced benefits at age 60. How¬ 
ever, you can qualify immediately 
if you are now totally disabled. 

Q: I have just moved to a new 
address. How should I report this 
to the social security people? 

A: You should either telephone, 
write directly to, or visit your 
local social security office. You 
can even use the back of social 
security check envelope to make 
this report. 

Q: What are the changes that 


I should report to the local so¬ 
cial security office? 

A: It’s quite a long list includ¬ 
ing your change of address, stop¬ 
ping or starting work, improve¬ 
ment recovery from a disabling 
condition, marriage, remarriage, 
divorce, death of a beneficiary, 
etc. The best rule is to report any 
and every change in your status 
to the social security people.

A: The local social security of¬ 
fice is now' equipped to rapidly 
send your change via its new high 
speed transmission circuits to 
the central office. This means a 
saving of time over the older 
method. 

Q: When I report a change of 
status, need I fqrnish the social 
security office the number of the 
account on which my benefits are 
being paid? 

A: Yes, if you visit the office, 
be sure to take the number with 
you. If you write or telephone 
the office, be sure that you state 
the claim number correctly. Ac¬ 
curacy is very important in re¬ 
porting changes affecting your 
status. 

Q: My father is getting social 
security monthly benefits since 
he’s had a stroke. He is neither 
physically nor mentally capable 
of handling his benefits. Should 
I notify the social security people 
of this fact? 

A: Yes, you are required to 
notify the social security people 
and arrangements will be made 
to name a representative payee 
for your father.

Individuals nearing their Goth

but below it. 

For there, in the deep pool 
at the foot of tfie dam, is 
where large numbers of fish 
tend to concentrate. The fish* 
ing authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards say that this is espe* 
cially true of hydro-electrio 
power dams. When the gener* 
atlitfr turbines are operating, 
the discharge of fresh water 
from the lake into the river 
below will cause fish to move 
upstream, coming right to the 
dam. 

When the turbines are oper¬ 
ating, the discharged water 
sets up odd currents and fisii 
will move with these feeding 
on insects, crayfish and crip« 
pled fish which have corns 
through the turbines. 

Visiting anglers may have a 
difficult time trying to judge 
when these good fishing times 
occur, so there are a few 
things to keep in mind if you 
"want to try these hidden hot 
spots. 

Electrical appliances ara 
heavily used at certain times 
of the day, therefore genera¬ 
ting plants are going to oper* 
ate in accordance with the de¬ 
mand. On hot days, in areas 
where there are many homes 
With air conditioners, the pow¬ 
er load is greatest during the 
hottest part of the day, and 
the turbines will be operating 
at their peak during early 
afternoon and on into tihs 
night. 

Darkness also brings an in¬ 
crease in the demand for elec¬ 
tricity, and night fishing below 
the power dams is often ex¬ 
cellent.
